SUPERINTENDENT 


The Arcata Union High School District lies in the 
heart of the new lumber empire of Northern California. 
The population growth, due to the industrial develop- 
ment and to the increase in birth rate, has required a 
parallel expansion of all school facilities. 


During the past four years the Arcata Union High 
School Student Body has increased from five hundred 
thirty-five to seven hundred forty students; eight fac- 
ulty members have been added to give a total of thirty- 
one teachers; a new classroom building and a gymnasium 
have been completed; plans have been made for a general 
metal shop and for the development of an area for physical 
education and athletics. A study of future enrollment in- 
dicates that another classroom building will be required 
in two or three years. The educational program has been 
expanded in the areas of vocational arts, industrial arts, 
homemaking and family living.

Some will stay at Arcata High for a year while others 
stick with our school forever. Those who move on cannot be blamed for seeking higher and 
better positions in the teaching profession, but those who remain deserve an extra pat 
on the back. Those who remain are the backbone of the faculty; more often than not 
they are the ones who contribute most to the raising of educational and cultural standards. 
They are the instructors who, although frequently in the background, keep the school run- 


ning smoothly from year to year. 


We lost one such member of our faculty during the summer of 1950, namely Mr. John 
E. Elmore, remembered by both students and alumni for his quiet air of authority during 
his 24 years of service. 





Mr. Elmore was awarded his A.B. degree in 1920 at Westminister College in Colorado. 
Upon his graduation, he taught for two years at McCredie, Missouri; this was followed by 
a year of instruction at Live Oak, California. Mr. Elmore then transferred to Calistoga 
where he served as vice-principal and principal. In 1926 he accepted a position at Arcata 
Union High School teaching science and mathematics. During the years that followed he 
took post-graduate work at the University of Missouri and the University of California 
but he never resigned his position at Arcata. 


We, the students and alumni of Arcata High School, will long remember the quiet 
strength and ability of Mr. Elmore.
